


WE’RE RUNNING 


OUT OF PATIENCE 


A PETITION calling for the 
closure of an alleyway notorious 
for attracting anti-social behav¬ 
iour will be presented to coun¬ 
cillors tonight (Thursday). 

People living near the pathway, 
which runs between Abbotsweld 
Primary School and properties in 
Orchard Croft, say it is a hotspot for 
drug-taking, vandalism and graffiti. 

But despite years of campaigning to 
have the alleyway - known locally as 
the ‘Black Run’ - residents say their 
concerns continue to be ignored. 

Now, in their latest attempt to per- 
sude the council to take action, they 
will hand over an online petition at 
tonight’s (Thursday) full council meet¬ 
ing. 

Campaign leader Daren Clampton 
said he could not understand why it 
had taken so long for something to be 
done. 

“After the last article in the Star the 
council quickly sent a team down to 
clean it up, make repairs to fencing 
and paint over the graffiti,” he said

for the ‘Black Run’ to be closed since to repaint. 


“It’s just such a waste of time and 
money when there is such a simple 
solution - close the footpath! An 
extra 90-second walk for the wel¬ 
fare of residents and schoolchild¬ 
ren should be a no-brainer.” 

Abbotsweld Primary School 
headteacher Lesley Lynn said she 
had encouraged all staff and par¬ 
ents to sign the petition, which 
needed a minimum of 650 signa¬ 
tures to earn a place on the coun¬ 
cil’s agenda. 

“We fully support this cam¬ 
paign and agree closing the 
alleyway would be best solution,” she 
said. “We are concerned that drug and 
alcohol paraphernalia could be thrown 
over into our fields as has happened in 
the past, and also worry about what 
our children could see, pick up or fall 
on when they use that alleyway to get 
to school. 

“For the sake of our children’s safe¬ 
ty, we really hope this is the last push

the council needs to finally close that 
path.” 

The petition was started by Harlow 
MP Robert Halfon, who said the prob¬ 
lem needed to be rectified “once and 
for all”.

Police investigating rape 
allegation arrest woman 


Blunnie murder accused 
enters 'not guilty' pleas 


DETECTIVES investigating an 
allegation of rape have arrested 
a Harlow woman on suspicion 
of attempting to pervert the 
course of justice. 

Police were contacted shortly 
after 1pm last Tuesday follow¬ 
ing reports that a woman had 
been abducted near the police 
station in South Gate, Harlow, 
and driven to East Ham where 
she was raped. 

The area where the abduction 
was said to have taken place 


remained cordoned off for sev¬ 
eral days as forensic teams car¬ 
ried out a search for evidence. 

This week police said a 31- 
year-old woman had been arre¬ 
sted on suspicion of attempting 
to pervert the course of justice 
She was released on police 
bail until December 4 pending 
further inquiries. 

Detectives are continuing to 
investigate the circumstances 
surrounding the original allega¬ 
tions. 


A MAN accused of murdering 
his heavily pregnant ex-girl- 
friend and causing the death of 
their unborn daughter entered a 
not guilty plea when he app¬ 
eared at the Old Bailey yester¬ 
day (Wednesday). 

Tony McLernon (23), of Nor¬ 
th Grove, Harlow, was remand¬ 
ed in custody until his trial 
which is due to take place at 
Chelmsford Crown Court next 
February, 

During the 13-minute hearing 


McLernon spoke only to con¬ 
firm his identity and plead not 
guilty to the murder of 20-year- 
old Estyna Blunnie and one 
count of child destruction. 

Ms Blunnie, of Hailing Hill, 
Harlow, was found fatally injur¬ 
ed by the side of the road in 
Howard Way shortly before 3 am 
on Wednesday, June 27. 

She was taken to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital but doctors 
were unable to save her or her 
unborn baby.

BUDDING artists are being 
encouraged to send in artwork for 
a new charity exhibition being 
staged in Harlow. 

The Gatehouse Arts Gallery has 
launched a Postcard Exhibition and 
Secret Auction project to raise funds 
for St Clare Hospice at Hastingwood 
and arts association ACAVA, which 
subsidises the group’s studios. 

The fundraising scheme aims to 
collect as many 6” x 4” postcard¬ 
sized works as possible from 
professional and amateur artists which 
will then be displayed in an exhibition 
at the gallery’s new East Gate site 
from October 14. 

Each piece will be available for sale 
by posted bids, with a final secret 
auction taking place in November. 

“We already have work coming in 
from across the UK and are expecting 
to soon receive some from as far away 
as Australia,” said marketing and 
social media co-ordinator Claire 
Jones. 

“We really want to spread the word 
and get as many submissions as 
possible. Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
has already agreed to take part and 
said he would try to convince other 
MPs to join in, too. We are also 
campaigning for some celebrity 
entries.” 

The only criteria for entries is they 
must be postcard sized. It can be 
created using any artistic medium. 

“It could be done with print, 
photography, paint, mixed media - 
anything really,” said Claire. “We just 
want people to be as creative as 
possible. 


“If people are stuck for ideas, we will 
also be holding an open day event in 
conjunction with the exhibition 
launch where members of the public 
can come down and create a postcard 
there and then. 

“The exhibition will run until 


November 2 and then we will hold a 
public auction of all the artworks to 
raise money for charity.” 

She added: “This is a great 
opportunity for participants to get a 
gallery exhibition and joint show on 
their CV whilst being part of an 


international artistic collaboration.”

A HARLOW bypass linking 
the A414 with the Mil is the 
only way to relieve the town’s 
crippling congestion problems, 
MP Robert Halfon has told the 
Government’s new transport 
supremo. 

Simon Burns, who replaced 
Theresa Villiers as Minister of State 
for Transport in David Cameron’s 
cabinet reshuffle earlier this month, 
was given the lowdown on problems 
with the town’s roads network dur¬ 
ing a visit on Friday. 

At an informal meeting with vot¬ 
ers and local residents in Potter 
Street, Mr Halfon seized the oppor¬ 
tunity to urge the minister to back 
his long-running campaign for a 
new Mil junction and claimed the 
link road would boost Harlow’s 
economy and make the town a “bet¬ 
ter place to live”. 

Afterwards, Mr Halfon said Mr 
Burns - who is MP for Chelmsford 
- remained “fairly non-committal” 
on the matter but nevertheless he 
had been encouraged by the minis¬ 
ter’s response. 

“I was really pleased to welcome 
Simon to Harlow as the new 
Transport Minister,” Mr Halfon told 
the Star. “Being a neighbouring 
Essex MP he understands the issues 
we face in our town. 

“I have been campaigning for an 
additional junction on the Mil for

over six years now. We are being 
choked to death by traffic and 
motorists are suffering every day.” 

Highways authority Essex County 
Council has already pledged 
£500,000 towards producing detail¬ 
ed plans for the proposed scheme 
and earlier this year said that secur¬ 
ing funding for a new junction and 
link road from the Department of 
Transport was its “number one pri¬ 
ority”. 

Calls for the bypass have also 
been publicly backed by Harlow 
Council. 


Mr Halfon added: “Harlow now 
has the fastest business growth in 
the UK, and our town has created 
more than 500 new jobs this year. 
That’s why I believe Harlow should 
be a magnet for investment and I 
will be urging the Government to 
put us at the top of the list for new 
transport infrastructure. 

“A new junction will create jobs 
and make it easier for businesses to 
relocate here. It will make a huge 
difference, help with traffic in gen¬ 
eral and make Harlow a better place 
to live.” 


Drivers warned of lane closures during night works 


OVERNIGHT roadworks on the Mil between the 
Harlow and Birchanger junctions started on Sunday. 

The improvements will include surface repairs and 
resurfacing as well as expansion joint repairs on the 
Hallingbury Hall Bridge. 

The joints protect the structure by allowing it to expand 
and contract with seasonal changes in temperature. 

The work is taking place on both the northbound and 
southbound carriageways over 11 nights and will contin¬ 
ue until Monday, October 8. Drivers have been warned to 
expect lane closures. 


However, it is being undertaken on Sunday to Thursday 
nights only, with no closures on Friday or Saturday. 

Mike Evans of the Highways Agency said: “This repair 
work is part of our commitment to maintain safe and reli¬ 
able journeys for road users on the Ml 1. 

“It has been carefully planned to minimise disruption 
to drivers and so will be carried out overnight when traf¬ 
fic flows are lowest, and one lane will remain open while 
the work takes place.” 

Repairs will take place in stages with lane closures for 
approximately three-four miles between 8pm and 6am.

CONCERNS have been voiced over the pos¬ 
sibility that hundreds of new homes could 
be built on farmland on the edge of Harlow. 

A flyer has been distributed around Sawbridge- 
worth in response to neighbouring authority Epping 
Forest District Council’s future planning consulta¬ 
tion document, Community Choices: Issues and 
Options for the Local Plan. 

Some 51 acres of farmland behind Sheering 
Lower Road, from the end of Back Lane to Station 
Road, have been mooted as possibly ripe for devel¬ 
opment over the next 20 years. 

The flyer states: “This development will have a 
massive impact on every resident in Sawbridge- 
worth, putting immeasurable strain on our schools, 
our roads, our train station, our medical facilities, 
our community.” 

Urging residents to take an active part in the con¬ 
sultation process, it adds: “We can stop this but only 
if we act. Every objection counts!” 

Speaking at Monday’s town council meeting, local 
resident Michael Brown said the threat of 600 new 
homes had come “completely out of the blue”, 
adding: “It would have a terrible impact on 
Sawbridgeworth if allowed to take place.” 

Town clerk Richard Bowran said the council had 
only been made aware of the consultation earlier this 
month but had already met Epping Forest District 
Council officers to find out more. 

He reassured residents that it was still at the very 
early stages, adding: “There is no question of the 
bulldozers moving in tomorrow. It’s one of about 60 
sites they’re looking at to accommodate 
future needs for homes.” 

Last Wednesday more than 60 people 
attended a meeting in Sheering village hall 
to discuss the proposals. 

During a heated 90-minute discussion, 
concerns ranged from the lack of commu¬ 
nication from Epping Forest Council to 
whether local infrastructure could cope 
with the demands of a new settlement. 

Villager Ray Lowe said: “After a long 
meeting it was agreed to set up a fighting 
community group to keep the whole com¬ 
munity in touch and take the pressure off 
the parish council.”

“Having visited the alleyway my conclu¬ 
sion is that it is a disaster area,” he said 
this week. “It was covered in graffiti and 
there was drug paraphernalia, broken 
glass and used condoms, all of which are 
also being thrown into people’s back gar¬ 
dens and the grounds of Abbotsweld 
Primary. 

“I appreciate the council have been 
doing a lot of cleaning up in the area and 
the police have been making extra patrols 
but I just do not agree that the benefits of 
keeping the pathway open outweigh the 
problems.” 

However. Jon Clempner, the council’s 
portfolio holder for environment, 
accused Mr Halfon of “jumping on the 
bandwagon”. 

“He knows that the previous Tory 
administration sat on this for years,” he 
told the Star. “As soon as this was 
brought to the current administration’s 
attention we made sure that there were 
additional community safety patrols to 
deter anti-social behaviour and asked 
Kier to clean up any issues.” 

Mr Clempner added: “We will be 
speaking to the residents to make sure 
their views are taken into account, but 
this will be based on all the residents’ 
views - and the law - rather than a knee- 
jerk reaction to make a political point.”

SIR, I must admit that I am 
prone to firing off a blast when 
things seem to go wrong, but I 
also think that where credit is due 
it ought to be given. 

I think Alan Knightley {Letters, 
September 20) neglects to take 
into account the very great 
contribution youth and 
community organisations make in 
the town and the support they 
have had from Harlow Council. 

In Church Langley some years 
ago the fencing and nets on tennis 
courts were broken down and 
destroyed and our nearly 
completed sports and youth clubs 
pavilion was burned to the ground 
by vandals. 

Unfortunately there are children 
and young adults who group 
together to destroy what in fact 
they could probably gain most 
benefit from. They are very, very 
few and the vast majority of our 
youngsters are good hearted and 
enthusiastic and we should be 
proud of them. 

However, the cost of repairing 
and replacing facilities is very 
high. Harlow Council has been 
extremely supportive in helping 
the community and parents in 
restoring these facilities. 

Our locally established charity, 
South East Harlow Sports & 

Youth Association, serves 
youngsters and adults from across 
the town and members raised 
funds to which Harlow Council 
added. This enabled our 
volunteers to work with council 
officers to refit the tennis courts 
at Church Langley with fencing 
that will stand use for five-a-side 
side football as well as new tennis 
nets. 

In addition the courts were 
equipped with substantial 
basketball nets. 

These courts are free for the 
community to use at no charge. 
SEHSYA volunteers still keep an 
eye on the courts, clearing litter, 
putting up nets and attending to 
small repairs and again the 
Harlow Council team is always 
very helpful. 

Mr Knightley also mentioned 
sports and youth facilities and 
again credit is due to the council. 
When our buildings next to the 
courts were razed to the ground 
the council offered to provide 
temporary accommodation. The 
council is now supporting us in 
our efforts to build a permanent 
building to replace the current 
relocatable accommodation. 

Local councillors have raised and 
donated funds for equipment for 
youngsters to use. The council 
further supports sports and youth 


activities by allowing us to turn 
what was simply a field into one 
of the best sports fields in the 
town. 

The council can’t do everything 
and much of our work depends on 
dedicated volunteers marking and 
repairing pitches and clearing 
litter. Then there are the 
volunteers from clubs who have 
organised, trained and coached 
hundreds of children and young 
people week in, week out come 
rain, frost or shine. 

However, the facilities and 
marked pitches do not 
spontaneously appear and we 
have to raise some funds. It would 
be unreasonable to expect the 
council to pay for absolutely 
everything. 

Mr Knightley needs to realise that 
the tons of soil, new nets, weed 
treatments of pitches, changing 
rooms, toilets, heating, lighting, 
specialist line-marking and 
rolling machines cost substantial 
amounts. 


However, the costs to individual 
families for youth sports teams is 
less than a pint of beer and a 
sandwich per week, which is 
pretty good value when you 
compare it to any other form of 
entertainment or activity or child 
minding rates. 

Our venture has been a success 
and Harlow Council has 
supported us all along the line, 
but there remains much that 
needs to be done. However, it is 
also down to parents and 
volunteers supporting children 
and young people by giving time 
to community groups and youth 
sports clubs that makes it happen. 
I agree with Mr Knightley that 
keeping youngsters busy in 
healthy pursuits will help combat 
anti-social behaviour and crime. 

It will also help youngsters to 
develop into more rounded and 
capable individuals, but in the 
absence of - or even with - large 
amounts of cash from 
government it is down to parents, 


volunteers and communities to 
get the ball rolling.

Horses are the most gentlest and 
loving creatures and only react 
in such an aggressive way out of 
fear from bad experiences. 

People need to learn to respect 
and leave these animals well 
alone and then these kind of 
situations woud not happen.

Theatre criticisim

There are some fabulous shows 
coming to Harlow and the 
residents of the town, I am sure, 
will welcome many of the 
changes in style and substance. 
Given that my criticism of the 
head of community services was 
made public in the Star, I feel it 
only right that my 
congratulations and apology 
should also be made public. This 
season's programme is as varied 
as any I can remember and the 
hardworking staff deserve 
congratulations. 

I have to say, however, that there 
is something missing. While of 
course it is a great thing to have 
a varied mix of programming of 
professional productions, the 
amateur productions (which to 
me were the heart of the 
Playhouse) have, in my view, 
been sadly gutted. Whilst I 
respect and am glad to see some 
of the changes made to the 
schedule, it is such a great shame 
that fewer of Harlow’s citizens 
have an opportunity to tread the 
hallowed boards. 

It is a pity that my worst fears 
about the direction of the theatre 
in respect of giving residents of 
Harlow, particularly young 
people and those beginning their 
dramatic careers, have so few

Berecroft residents 
worried after fire 

SIR, After reading your report 
about the Berecroft bungalow 
fire and the comments by South 
Anglia director Tracey White 
(Star, September 13), I do feel 
the need to put pen to paper. 

I am not sure which planet Ms 
White is living on but it’s 
certainly not near the Berecroft 
estate. Perhaps she has a very 
short memory but she cannot 
surely make comments like these 
and expect the residents of 
Berecroft to just continue as 
normal. 

In 2009 a meeting was held after 
the last fire and Ms White stood 
up and announced that all 
properties would have new roofs 
fitted. This was met with relief 
from the residents of Berecroft 
knowing that the work would be 
done. 


Just a few weeks on this 
comment sadly was taken back 
by South Anglia, which claimed 
that all the residents within the 
bungalows would receive a home 
visit from the housing 
association. Sadly this visit never 
took place and the people who 
lived there have never had it 
explained to them why this work 
never took place. 

When in 2007 the community 
office at Berecroft was set on 
fire, one of the biggest issues the 
fire brigade found was the old 
bitumen roof and also the tiles. 

In 2009, when fire took hold 
within the terraced houses, it 
was again said that the old roof 
had a major part to play in 
helping the fire spread, while the 
old ducting system for the now 
defunct central heating system 
allowed the airflow to keep the 
fire burning. 

It was by the grace of god that 
no-one was hurt or worse by this 
latest fire, but surely the housing 
association cannot continue to 
just brush it off. 

It's my understanding that once 
again this has become a criminal 
investigation. If anyone is 
charged the likelihood of any 
fire report being released within 
a year is very unlikely. 

This being said, what now 
happens to the residents of 
Berecroft? Do they just carry on 
and forget it or do they, like any 
normal residents, demand 
answers and then demand work 
to be carried out if it is needed? 
Perhaps our MP could also 
explain what he has done to help 
the other residents on the estate 
and also tell them when he 
intends to call a meeting to 
explain the fire and also what 
happens next? 


All I know is there are some 
very worried residents of the 
Berecroft estate again.

Were cuts a factor 
in response delay? 

SIR, How could it have 
happened that an accident in 
which a cyclist was killed (Star, 
September 13) could possibly 
have been graded as “non life- 
threatening” by the East of 
England Ambulance Service? 
This was an accident in which a 
cyclist and a car collided. There 
was no possibility that it was 
anything but a serious accident. 
Perhaps even if it had been 
graded as life-threatening and 
the ambulance had arrived 
within eight minutes the cyclist 
might have died anyway, but the 
delay caused by someone 
grading it as non life-threatening 
must have greatly reduced his 
chances. 

We need as an urgent priority to 
know how this tragic mistake 
happened. All of us are 
potentially under threat if this 
kind of thing can happen. 

Who decides that accidents are 
non life-threatening and on what 
basis are such decisions reached? 
This is information needed now 
and action needs to be taken to 
ensure that it cannot happen 
again. There can be no question 
of waiting until a possible court 
case or inquest many months 
hence. 

One other question that needs to 
be answered is whether there has 
been any reduction in the level 
of ambulance provision in the 


current climate of cuts? 

And do we need to be concerned 
about the centralisation of 
services implied by the fact that 
this was the East of England 
Ambulance Service rather than 
something more local?

Sites are a prime 
target for housing 

SIR, I would like to thank Nigel 
Clarke for correcting an error in 
my letter regarding the building 
of housing around Harlow (Star, 
September 20). 

The main point is that the land 
seems to be a prime target for 
building on. 

The plan for building to the west 
of Sumners towards the B181 is 
at present on Epping Forest 
District Council land. It has also 
identified other areas which 
make a ring around Harlow. 
Harlow North, as I’m sure Mr 
Clarke knows, is or was also 
included. 

Without improving road and rail 
services and greatly increasing 
hospital capacity, as well as 
increasing other services, Harlow 
and the surrounding villages and

Car owner hangs on 
as thief drives away 


A CAR owner was dragged along 
the road for nearly half a mile as 
he desperately tried to stop a car 
thief from driving off with his 
Range Rover.

A S as the Star reported a few weeks ago, 
Abbotsweld Primary School and local 
residents are concerned about a dangerous 
local alleyway known as the 'Black Run'. 

People living nearby have suffered from a lot of 
anti-social behaviour. Drug paraphenalia, 
needles and condoms are repeatedly being 



thrown into people's back gardens. This is 
happening week in, week out. There is also a 
lot of graffiti and rubbish. One mother in Old 
Orchard now cannot let her children play in 
their own garden because of this. 

This issue has been going on for a long time 
and I welcome the efforts of Harlow Council 
and the police to try to clean up the alley. 
However, local residents believe that this is not 
solving the problem. 

They argue the only way to deal with it is for 
the Black Run to be closed. They have asked 
me to present a petition to Harlow Council 
tonight, asking for emergency action. If you 
are able to join us or sign the petition it would 
be hugely appreciated. 


S INCE my report in the Star last month there 
has been a small breakthrough on petrol 
prices. 

Fuel costs are still extortionate but at least the 
Government now seem to be taking this 
seriously. In the last few weeks over 80 MPs 
have backed my PetrolPromise.com campaign. 
After I raised this in Parliament, the 
Government have now announced a full 
investigation into oil fraud and market 
manipulation. These problems were keeping 
petrol and diesel prices high at the pumps. 

The Government's announcement is good news 
because, as every driver in Harlow knows, oil 
giants are quick to put prices up but you 
practically need a court order to get them 
down. 

You don't have to travel far around Harlow to 
find proof of oil profiteering. Star readers have 
written to me, asking why is the BP garage at 
the end of Potter Street always 3p more 
expensive than others? It's a very fair 
question. 

In fact, you see the same problem across our 
town. Fuel is always a few pence more 
expensive here than in nearby towns like 
Chelmsford or Stevenage. 

That's why, as well as freezing and reducing 
fuel duty, it is essential that the Government 
cracks down on the oil companies, just as they 
are doing in the USA, Austria, and Germany. 


Cricketers to get 
a new clubhouse 



PLANS for a £650,000 overhaul of 
Harlow Cricket Club’s ageing facili¬ 
ties have been approved by council¬ 
lors. 

The club, which plays in Shepherd 
Neame Essex League Division One, has 
been granted permission to build a new 
clubhouse and car park at its two grounds in 
Marigolds - the team’s home for more than 
150 years. 

The structure, designed by local architect 
Christopher Snow, will be built to English 
Cricket Board standards and will feature 
four changing rooms, an umpire’s room, 
club lounge, licensed bar, toilets and an 
office. 

Parts of the new building will also be 
available for public hire and used to host live 
music and entertainment throughout the 
year, helping to cement the club’s position at 
the heart of the local community.

Club president Alan Howick said mem¬ 
bers of Harlow Council’s development man¬ 
agement committee had been “bowled over” 
by the plans. 

“They complemented the design and 
appearance of the proposals and also con¬ 
gratulated the club for its work to encourage 
local Harlow children and their families to 
take up cricket,” he said. 

“One councillor went so far as to say the 
clubs ground was the jewel in the crown for 
the town of Harlow!” 

Most of the funding for the project will be 
provided using money from the substantial 
financial legacy bequeathed to the club by 
former president Vince Dunn, who passed 
away in 2005. 

HCC will also be applying for grants 


from organisations including the ECB, Sport 
England and the Big Society Fund. 

Mr Howick said: “This exciting project 
will allow for four cricket teams to have 
their own changing rooms and showers for 
every game and provide a new club room 
and bar. 

“It has all been designed in a traditional 
manner to enhance the beautiful setting that 
is Marigolds, the home of Harlow Cricket 
Club for well over 150 years.” 

He added: “I’m so proud of our club. The 
membership is growing fast, from five year 
olds upwards. 

“We have enough home-grown cricketers 
to fill five teams every weekend and also 
dozens of colts (under 16s), so we desper¬ 
ately need this new facility for the next gen¬ 
erations of cricketers in our town. 

“Marigolds has been the home of Harlow 
cricket for so many years and this will mean 
it stays that way for many more to come.”

Road teams busy filling potholes 


ROAD repair teams have 
filled more than 20,000 pot¬ 
holes across Essex since the 
beginning of July, according 
to county highways chiefs.

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Badger slaughter 
'will not prevent 
the spread of TB' 


MEMBERS of a Harlow wildlife 
group are urging the public to sup¬ 
port an online campaign calling for 
a halt to plans for a badger cull in 
England. 

Harlow Badger Group is encouraging 
people to sign an e-petition which was start¬ 
ed after the Department of Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs approved plans to 
reduce numbers of the protected species in 
certain areas of the country. 

The trial cull, which will give licensed 
farmers and landowners living in 
parts of Somerset and Gloucester 
permission to shoot 70 per cent of 
badgers on their land, has been 
sanctioned in a bid to curb the 
spread of bovine tuberculosis, 
a disease which can be car¬ 
ried by badgers and result¬ 
ed in the slaughter of 
26,000 cows last year. 

But Harlow Badger 
Group chairman Derek 
Barry said it was not the 
way to solve the prob¬ 
lem.

“It is extremely frustrating that, despite 
scientific evidence proving that this is an 
ineffective way of solving the problem, they 
are still going ahead with the cull,” he said. 

“There is no guarantee that only badgers 
carrying TB will be shot. Many healthy ani¬ 
mals will be killed while infected ones will 
be disturbed, which will only increase the 
problem as they move around. 

“It is also extremely inhumane 
as many will not be killed out¬ 
right and will end up going back 
underground with their injuries 
to die a slow and agonising 
death.” 

Opponents of the cull, which 
has been condemned by ani¬ 
mal welfare groups and 
celebrities including televi¬ 
sion naturalist Sir David 
Attenborough and Queen 
guitarist Brian May, esti¬ 
mate it will wipe out 


thousands of the species. 

However, Harlow MP Robert Halfon 
defended the Government's decision, call¬ 
ing it a ‘no-win’ situation. 

“I think this is a tragedy either way,” he 
said. “Either badgers are being culled or 
26,000 cows are being killed. 

“This is a pilot study and I think the 
Government is right to be doing it as the 
most important thing is finding out what 
the scientific evidence shows. Previous 
tests have indicated that the vaccination 
doesn’t always work so it is important that 
we find out what does. 

“No-one is doing this because they want 
to, but unfortunately it has come to a point 
where they have to.” 

But Mr Barry insisted: “The solution is 
vaccination, not senseless slaughter. It is 
absolutely sickening.” 

The petition has already attracted more 
121,000 signatures, more than enough to 
trigger a debate in the House of Commons. 
“It shows just how strongly people feel 
about this,” said Mr Barry.

Bringing Change Home 
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Dead sheep 
trio handed 
animal ban 


A HARLOW man has been given a 
suspended jail sentence and banned 
from keeping animals for an indefi¬ 
nite period after three sheep in his 
care starved to death. 

Robert Dodge (37), of Waterhouse Moor, 
was one of three defendants who admitted 
causing the animals unnecessary suffering at 
a farm in Chelmsford. 

The owners of the animals - Scott Green 
(41), of Ongar, and Martin Mitchell (59), of 
Waltham Abbey - also pleaded guilty to the 
charges and were handed similar bans and 
suspended prison sentences. 

Chelmsford Magistrates Court heard the 
offences came to light when a member of the 
public spotted the dead animals while look¬ 
ing through a hedge at the farm. 

When RSPCA officials visited the site on 
on April 23 to carry out an investigation, they 
found the carcases of the three sheep inside a 
shelter. 

They also noted problems with the welfare 
of other animals living on the farm, including 
pigs, goats and alpacas. 

Stuart Cooper, prosecuting on behalf of 
the RSPCA, told the court that post-mortems 
carried out on two of the severely emaciated 
sheep showed the animals had starved to 
death over a 10-day period. 

He added inspectors believed other ani¬ 
mals being kept in the same paddock - which 
included peacocks, pigs and a Highland bull 
- may have taken the sheep’s food.

Hannah Wyatt, representing Green and 
Mitchell, told the court they had acted imme¬ 
diately after receiving information about the 
animals’ welfare from Mr Dodge. 

She said both men had assumed Mr 
Dodge, who had told them he had experience 
of looking after sheep, knew what he was 
doing. 

Ms Wyatt added that at the time of the 
incident Mr Green’s baby daughter had seri¬ 
ous health issues and Mr Mitchell, the gener¬ 
al manager, was running another business. 

“He was working an 18-hour day seven 
days a week during that period and had little 
time for anything else, although he did go to 
the farm,” she said. “They had kept the ani¬ 
mals as pets,” she said. 

She continued: “Both are extremely 
remorseful for what happened. It was an iso¬ 
lated incident relating to a number of animals 
they had.” 

Dodge, who was not represented during 
the earlier part of the hearing, told magis¬ 
trates he should have realised the animals 
were underweight. 

“I fed the animals twice daily and I was 
not aware of any problems,” he said. “If there 
were any problems I would contact Mr Green 
and Mr Mitchell direct. 

“I am entirely sorry for any suffering 
caused to the animals.”

Two-for-one bill brings twice the enjoyment 


HARLOW has long been blessed with 
some talented playwrights, none more so 
than Andrew Prangnell. 

His two one-act plays -To Be Someone 
and The Last Dance - staged at Victoria 
Hall Theatre certainly served to enhance 
his reputation. 

To Be Someone, a reworking of an 
original 2004 play, is an acerbic take on 
celebrities famous for being celebrities. 
When a sad, unnamed woman living 
alone in a London flat wins a competition 
to have a celebrity visit her at home, her 
excitement knows no bounds. But her 
delight soon turns to disillusionment 
when Suzi, the C-list celeb, arrives with 
her PA and turns out be a self-centred, 
egotistic, coke-snorting airhead. 

The beauty of the play is that while being 
very funny with some great set pieces, the 
emptiness of being famous for no 
recognisable reason is made very clear. 
Nobody does comedy pathos better than 
Jane Prangnell (the director’s sister) and

her ever-changing facial expressions and 
body language as her emotions went from 
awe to disgust were a joy to behold. 

Her sceptical friend Leah, played by Ellie 
Darby-Prangnell (Andrew’s daughter), 
whizzed around in her wheelchair to great 
effect, timing her lines immaculately, 
particularly with a running gag involving 
text messages. 

Andrea Thorpe, as Suzi, gave an 
appropriately over-the-top performance as 
an amalgam of any number of self-centred 
non-talented celebrities, while Gemma 
Lee was pitch-perfect as Sian, her put- 
upon Irish PA, looking elegant and with a 
spot-on accent 

The Last Dance, a monologue performed 
immaculately by Linda Clarke, was 


another portrait of a lonely woman who, 
having had a number of loveless affairs 
over the years, finally finds her true love in 
ballroom dancing. 

When her husband takes early retirement 
following a heart attack, he offers to go to 
dance class with her. But her current 
dance partner is also her lover, and when 
offered the opportunity to live with him in 
his half-built cottage or to stay in her 
comfortable home she has a tough choice 
to make - and the audience are treated to 
a macabre twist as she makes her 
decision. 

For one person to hold the stage and our 
interest for 40 minutes is testament to 
both playwright and actor. Linda Clarke’s 
naturalistic performance was brilliantly 
observed, totally credible and highly 
entertaining ... and did great service to 
the script. 

Playwright Prangnell has written five 
previous plays - let’s hope he writes many 
more.

“Dead Wait, meanwhile, is much 
darker. It’s a real nailbiter and will give 
audiences something completely 
different after the interval.”

SEVEN years ago writer-director 
Rian Johnson made a big splash 
with his ambitious debut, Brick, 
a classic noir detective story set 
in a modern-day California high 
school. 

The Maryland-born film-maker is 
back on fine form with this 
ingeniously plotted thriller that 
exploits the gaping plot holes 
afforded by time travel. 

“Time travel has not been invented 
yet but in 30 years from now it will 
have been,” explains Joe (Joseph 
Gordon-Levitt), an assassin or 


‘looper’ whose task is to gun down 
hooded targets who have been sent 
back in time by his mob bosses, 
represented by the sadistic Abe (Jeff 
Daniels). 

Silver bars are strapped to the backs 
of each target as payment for the pull 
of a trigger. Once Joe has incinerated 
the lifeless body, he stashes his spoils 
in a hidden floor-space of his swanky 
apartment. 

Like his fellow loopers, Joe knows 
his life expectancy is finite and one 
fateful day he will gun down his 
future self. 

Needless to say, it’s crucial that 
loopers do not allow sentiment to 
cloud their judgment in case their 
older incarnations dodge the bullet 


and run amok, altering the course of 
the future. 

So when Joe hesitates from his 
bloody duties and allows the ‘future’ 
Joe (Bruce Willis) to escape, the race 
between hunter and hunted begins 
in earnest. 

Looper demands constant vigilance 
from the audience to keep track of 
alternate, intersecting timelines. 

It’s all meticulously planned and 
stylishly executed, realising Marty 
McFly’s worst nightmare from the 
Back To The Future series by 
allowing a hero to co-exist with his 
future self in the same timeframe. 

The ripple effect leads to a simple yet 
striking flourish: wounds inflicted on 
a young protagonist simultaneously 


manifest as scars on the older self. 
This temporal torture allows the 
characters to cleverly communicate 
with each other by scoring letters 
and symbols into their own flesh. 
Looper reunites Johnson with 
Gordon-Levitt, his leading man in 
Brick, who dons disconcerting 
prosthetics to match the physicality 
of Willis. 

Plot mechanics trump performances 
so Gordon-Levitt’s usual intensity is 
muted while Willis plays to his 
strengths as an action man. 

A slow-motion final reckoning is 
spectacular, benefiting from slick 
digital effects. And Johnson ties up as 
many loose ends as possible to close 
the loop on potential sequels.

Naturally, Markie is the prime suspect for the 
robbery but Jackie likes to be thorough and he 
searches for other likely candidates, hiring 
another assassin, Mickey (James Gandolfini), to 
do the dirty work. When Russell spills the beans 
about who really knocked off the card game, 
Jackie swiftly moves into action.

(Elisabeth Shue) is still smarting from an 
acrimonious divorce and moves into a new 
house in an idyllic rural town with her pretty 
daughter, Elissa (Jennifer Lawrence). But when 
strange events begin to happen, Sarah and 
Elissa learn the house next door was once a 
murder scene. A young woman killed her 
parents there and left her brother, Ryan (Max 
Thieriot), as the sole survivor of the carnage. 
Sarah is understandably reluctant to allow 
Elissa to forge a friendship with Ryan but her 
daughter is drawn to the recluse, venturing into 
the house stained by the blood of the past. 
Behind locked doors lie terrifying secrets and 
Elissa quickly realises that unspeakable evil 
lurks within her neighbourhood.

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C-Class on steroids

P UTTING the hot into hot hatch is 
the C63 AMG Coupe, a three- 
door version of Mercedes’ 
popular C-Class saloon. 

In its own right it’s a potent machine. 
Drive goes to the rear wheels unlike 
mainstream GTi-badged cars, which is 
handy when you’ve got a 457 
horsepower, 6.2-litre V8 under the 
bonnet. 

But why stop at 457 when, as a car 
maker, you also sell the SLS AMG? 

This is significant because it uses the 
same V8 engine, only AMG tweaks the 
output further to 517 horsepower. There 
are hot hatches and then there’s the C63 
AMG Coupe Black Series. 

Adding the ‘Black Series’ moniker to an 
AMG car has, historically, singled it out 
for special treatment. It’s been done 
before, with past versions of the CLK 
and SL gaining a heap more power, a 
bodykit and sizeable rear wing into the 
bargain. 

The good news is the C63 Coupe 
continues this fine tradition of 
delivering laugh-out-loud ballistic 
performance. But seriously, what do you 
expect from a car boasting wide track, 
muscular wheel arches and an exhaust 
note with the potential to split solid rock 
at 50 paces? 

And the bad news? There is none. 

This dark-edged C63 Coupe presents a 


only ever likely to feel the benefit on 
track, but it’s easily worth the six-figure 
price tag even for the road as the C63 
crackles, pops and barks its way into 
your heart as it chews up and spits out 
the road ahead of it. 

Despite the obvious track focus, AMG’s 
engineers have endowed the car with a 
ride that’s sophisticated enough to cope 
with major road imperfections yet 
ensure pitch and roll have been kept to a 
minimum. 

And it really is a case of any gear, 
anywhere, anytime when it comes to 
making progress. Packing the trick bits 
from the SLS, the C63’s engine delivers 
epic levels of acceleration thanks to its 
huge reserves of power and torque. 

That said, this isn’t a car that’ll hold 
your hand through the comers. There’s 
plenty of grip when you need it, but 
drive the C63 like an ape and it will 
bite. Fortunately the stability systems 
help rather than hinder, but turn them 
off and you’l need to be quick. 

By definition Black Series cars are rare 
beasts thanks to their short production 
runs, which makes the experience that 
bit more special when you get the 
chance to grab the wheel. 

The SLS might be Mercedes’ glamorous 
halo model, but this C63 is the real deal 
when it comes to delivering more 
accessible thrills on our crowed roads. 
Visually, aurally and physically 
entertaining, it’s a hot hatch like no 
other. 


more muscular face to the world. A C63 
that’s been gorging on spinach Popeye- 
style, this isn’t a car for shrinking 
violets. 

And the extrovert theme continues 
inside, with competition-inspired bucket 
seats, a flat-bottomed steering wheel 
and an absence of rear seats - the usual 
sign that a company is serious about 
performance. 

Realistically, you won’t be able to tear 
around the countryside flat out in this 
car, which makes the driving and 
ownership experience as much about the 
aural and visual thrills as the C63’s 
outright speed. Still, if you’re brave 
enough to point it towards a track, the 
numbers are deeply impressive. 

With considerable help from an engine 


greatly influenced by the SLS, this C63 
Coupe will hit 62mph from rest in 4.2 
seconds and bully its way to an 
electronically limited 186mph. Taking it 
easy results in an agreeable 23.2mpg 
and, despite the monster power on offer, 
the car’s CO 2 rating is a supercar 
sensible 286g/km. 

Predictably, a car like the C63 is all 
about the driving experience and this C- 
Class Coupe on steroids doesn’t 
disappoint. You could never class an 
AMG car as a quiet, reserved option and 
this particular example couldn’t be 
further from the cliched velvet punch 
description if it tried. 

Bold, brash and loud on start up, its 
hard-edged and deep-throated exhaust 
roar accompanies you everywhere. The 


compact steering wheel delivers a direct, 
accurate experience that’s full of 
feedback, while the seven-speed auto 
gearbox is surprisingly quick despite not 
being a DSG unit. 

The comfort-sport switchable system 
works well, resulting in some very 
aggressive shift behaviour for when 
you’re really pressing on, plus the 
chunky paddles allow for full manual 
control if you want the complete DIY 
experience. 

An AMG mode allows you to further 
personalise the gearbox modes and 
traction control to your liking. 

Tested in ‘Track Pack’ guise complete 
with aero kit, trick tyres and an oversize 
rear wing the C63 successfully pulls off 
the road legal DTM racer look. You’re
